as said Act) the Central Government entrusted the stretches 
from Km 36.630 to Km 162.500 (Gurgaon to Kotputli Section), 
Km 162.500 to Km 248.000 (Kotputli to Jaipur Section) and 
Km 248.000 to Km 273.500 (Jaipur Bypass Section) 
respectively of National Highways N 0.8 in the State of 
Haryana and Rajasthan to the National Highways Authority 
of India (hereinafter referred to as the Authority); 

And whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by 
section 14 of the said Act, the Authority has entered into

1. The fee shall be collected at three fee plazas located 
at Km. 115.000 (Shahjhanpur), Km. 211.000 (Manoharpur) 
and at Km. 241.000 (Daulatpur). 

2. For the purposes of this notification,— 

(i) “actual fees” means the fees actually charged from 
the road users of the said stretch or any part 
thereof on crossing any fee plaza derived on the 
basis of, 

(a) length of the project highway assigned to a 
particular fee plaza, and; 

(b) base fee given in the Table to this notification, 
and shall be rounded off to nearest one rupees.

4. When the same vehicle has to cross the said 
stretch of the National Highway more than once in a day, 
the user shall have the option to pay the fee for multiple 
trips at 1.5 times the rates as given in the Table while 
crossing the toll plaza in the first trip itself. If the vehicle 
has to use the said stretch continuously and frequently for 
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entire month or even beyond that, the vehicle owner can 
have a monthly pass on payment of charges equal to thirty

5. No fee shall be charged or collected in respect of

(b) Buses : monthly passes shall be issued on

plying in the route per day and in case of 
private local operators, on production of their 
route permit and timetable of the route 
operation duly certified by the District 
Transport Authority'.

9. No fee shall be levied and collected from a 
mechanical vehicle, which is not covered under the aforesaid 
Table. 
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10. The concessionaire shall publish substance of 
this notification in two local newspapers (one of which 
shall be in vernacular language), which shall also state the 
appointed date, at least ten days prior to the such date. 

11. The Concessionaire shall nominate an officer as 
in-charge of fee collection who shall be responsible to 
ensure that fee are collected at not more than the agreed 
rates and the fee collected is smooth without causing undue 
hardship to the road users and for all matters connected 
therewith. 

12. The rate of fee, the categories of vehicles 
exempted from payment of fee and the name, address and 
telephone number of Concessionaire to whom complaints, 
if any, should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and 
prominently displayed five hundred meters ahead of the 
toll booths, one hundred meters ahead of the toll booths 
and at the toll booths also, the height of the display boards 


and size of letters being such that the driver can easily read 
the display boards. 

13. The actual fee to be charged from users shall be 
computed by the Concessionaire and sent to Authority for 
validation as soon as possible after 31st March, in every 
year but at least forty-five days before the revised rate is to 
be effective so as to enable the Authority to provide any 
comments or seek clarifications, if any, within a period of
